Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue,  Mr.  Nathaniel  H.  Usdan,  is 
pleased  to  announce  that  both  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  congregation  recently  ap¬ 
proved  the  naming  of  its  high  school  as  the 
Judah  Nadich  High  School  in  honor  of  its  rabbi 
emeritus,  Judah  Nadich. 

Rabbi  Nadich  served  as  the  spiritual  leader  of 
our  synagogue  from  1957  to  1987  when  he 
retired.  It  was  during  his  tenure  that  the  high 
school  was  founded.  In  a  recent  article  by 
Michael  Shapiro  in  the  Anglo-Jewish  Press,  the 
school  was  praised  as  one  of  the  six  Hebrew 
schools  in  America  “that  break  the  mold.” 

The  rabbi  came  to  New  York  City  from 
Brookline,  Mass,  where  he  had  served  for  ten 
years.  Earlier,  he  had  been  a  chaplain  in  the 
U.S.  army  for  four  years,  the  first  Jewish 
chaplain  ordered  to  Europe  during  World  War 
II,  where  he  ministered  to  the  troops  in  North¬ 
ern  Ireland,  Great  Britain,  Normandy,  and 
Paris.  When  the  American  army  liberated  the 
Nazi  concentration  camps  in  1945,  General 
Eisenhower  ordered  him  to  American  headquar¬ 
ters  in  Germany  at  Frankfurt  and  appointed  him 
his  advisor  on  Jewish  affairs.  While  there,  he 
worked  to  improve  the  conditions  of  the  Jewish 
survivors.  In  addition  to  receiving  American

medals,  he  received  the  Croix  de  Guerre  from 
France,  the  Order  of  The  British  Empire  from 
Great  Britain,  and  the  Aleh  (Warrior’s  Medal) 
from  Israel.  He  described  his  war  time  experi¬ 
ence  in  his  book  Eisenhower  and  the  Jews. 

Immediately  after  his  return  to  the  U.S.  with  the 
rank  of  lieutenant-colonel,  he  went  on  a  six 
month  speaking  tour  of  forty  states  for  the 
United  Jewish  Appeal,  followed  by  a  four 
month  tour  of  South  Africa,  Zimbabwe  and 
Zambia  for  the  South  African  War  Appeal. 

Currently,  he  serves  as  vice  president  of  the 
Jewish  Braille  Institute,  a  member  of  the  board 
of  the  Abraham  Joshua  Heschel  School,  a 
member  of  the  advisory  committee  of  the  Jacob 
Perlow  Hospice  of  Beth  Israel  Hospital,  and  a 
member  of  the  executive  committee  and  board 
of  The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  Ameri¬ 
can  where  he  was  ordained  and  then  received 
his  doctorate  degree,  He  also  received  an 
honorary  doctorate  degree  from  the  Seminary. 

He  edited  Al  Halakhah  v’  Aggadah  by  Louis 
Ginzberg  and  translated  and  edited  The  Flower¬ 
ing  of  Modern  Hebrew  Literature  by  Menachem 
Ribalow,  his  late  father-in-law.  In  1983,  his 
Legends  of  the  Second  Jewish  Commonwealth 
was  published.  He  is  working  on  a  sequel  at  the 
present  time.

Bom  in  Akron,  Ohio,  he  received  his  B.A.

Literature  degree  from  and  his  ordination  by 
The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America. 
He  is  the  author  of  a  publication  entitled,  The 
Jewish  Dietary  Laws:  Sanctify  Life,  for  the 
United  Synagogue,  N.Y.,  1983,  and  of  an 
article:  “Our  Obsession  with  the  Holocaust,” 
in  Conservative  Judaism,  Fall,  1982.

From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

In  this  troubled  world  of  ours,  it  is  worth 
remembering  that  Rosh  Hashanah  stresses  the 
universal  aspect  of  Judaism.  It  is  God,  as  King 
of  the  whole  world,  whom  we  enthrone.  It  is  for 
the  betterment  of  all  peoples  that  we  pray. 

In  the  Book  of  Ecclesiastes  we  read:  “I  turned 
and  considered  all  the  oppressions  that  are  done 
under  the  sun.”  This  is  the  essence  of  the 
message  of  Rosh  Hashanah.  Wherever  men  and 
women  strive  for  justice  and  freedom,  the  Jew 
must  be  in  the  forefront. 

On  the  first  day  of  the  Festival  the  scriptural 
reading  tells  of  an  incident  which,  on  the  face  of 
it,  bears  no  relationship  to  the  solemn  purposes 
of  the  day.  Abimelech,  King  of  Gerer,  enters 
into  a  covenant  of  peace  with  Abraham.  The 
father  of  our  people  has  reservations,  however. 
“And  Abraham  reprimanded  Abimelech  con¬ 
cerning  the  well  of  water  which  the  servants  of 
Abimelech  had  stolen.”  Only  when  the  latter 
denies  all  knowledge  of  the  incident  is  Abraham 
placated  and  signifies  his  readiness  to  ratify  the 
treaty. 

A  famous  rabbi  pointed  out  that  it  was  not 
Abraham  who  was  the  victim  of  the  theft.  He 
himself  had  not  suffered  from  it.  But  an  act  of 
injustice  had  been  perpetrated  and  the  Jew  was 
unable  to  rest  until  the  wrong  had  been  righted. 

Even  before  the  age  of  ecumenism  we  did  not 
overlook  the  fact  that  we  were  part  of  humanity 
as  a  whole;  that  we  have  a  duty  towards  and 
concern  for  our  fellow  human  beings;  that  what 
affects  civilization  as  a  whole  must  ultimately 
affect  us. 

The  example  set  by  our  forefather  Abraham  is 
the  standard  which  we  should  endeavor  to 
maintain.  This,  the  prime  message  of  the  High 
Holy  Days,  must  be  transmitted  into  our  daily 
lives.  And  when  we  come  to  the  synagogue  and 
utter  the  words  “today  all  of  humankind  stands 


on  trial,”  let  us  earnestly  pray  that  the  whole 
human  race  may  be  inscribed  in  the  Book  of 
Life.  May  we  look  forward  to  that  day  when 
justice  is  assured  for  all,  for  the  suffering  people 
of  Bosnia  and  the  oppressed  everywhere.  Amen.

In  Our  Homes 

Rosh  Hashanah 

Rosh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a  festive 
occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  disciplined  by  the 
sacred  traditions  of  home  and  synagogue.  Al¬ 
though  the  observance  of  the  High  Holy  Days  is 
centered  in  the  synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home 
where  family  members  prepare  to  meet  the  New 
Year  in  a  spirit  of  faith  and  in  a  mood  conducive 
to  prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  which  symbol¬ 
izes  purity  and  joy.  Thus  the  table  is  set  with  a 
white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  candles  and  wine. 
Round  hallot,  symbolizing  a  full  round  year, 
apples  and  a  dish  of  honey  for  a  sweet  year 
complete  the  symbolic  representations  on  the 
holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  lighting  of 
the  candles  and  kiddush  which  precede  the 
festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh  Hashanah. 
The  following  blessings  are  recited  over  the 
candles: 

Barukh  Atah  Adotiai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vetzivanu  lehad- 
lik  ner  shel  Yom  Tov. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  whose  mitzvot  add  holiness  to 
our  lives  and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah  to 
kindle  light  for  the  Festival. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam , 
sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu  lazman 
hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  kiddush,  the  Motzi  is 
recited  over  the  round  hallah: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
hamotzi  lehem  min  ha-aretz. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread  from 
the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the  apple 
in  honey  and  recite  the  following  blessing  and 
prayer: 

Ye  hi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
v'Elohei  avoteinu,shetehadesh  aleiynu  sha- 
nah  tovah  umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  0  Lord  our  God,  to 
renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New  Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh  Hashanah,  a 
festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  preceded  by  the 
daytime  kiddush  and  the  Motzi: 

Tiku  vahodesh  shofar,  bakeseh  l ’yom 


hagenu,  kihok  /’  Yisraelhu,  mishpat  I’Elohey 
Yaaqkov. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
borei  pri  hagafen. 

The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is  L’Shanah 
Tovah  Tikatavu  —  May  you  be  inscribed  for  a 
good  year. 

Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion  which 
is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue.  But  the 
meal  which  precedes  the  fast  of  Erev  Yom 
Kippur  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual  experience 
for  the  entire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten  early  so 
that  the  family  can  be  in  the  synagogue  before 
sundown. 

Following  the  Birkat  haMazon  —  the  grace  after 
meals  —  the  holiday  candles  are  lit  and  the 
following  blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vetzivanu  lehad- 
lik  ner  shel  Yom  HaKippurim. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us  by  The 
Commandments  and  has  commanded  us  to 
kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu  lazman 
hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast  until 
they  are  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tradition 
that  they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part,  to  the 
extent  they  are  able. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  pleasures 
is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of 
Sabbaths.”  However,  Jewish  law  and  tradition 
state  that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health  is  a 
prime  religious  duty.  If  a  person  is  ill  or  weak, 
it  is  the  obligation  of  the  individual  to  consult  a 
physician  on  the  wisdom  of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for  the 
deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial  Lights  must 
be  lit  before  the  holiday  candles  are  lit. 

Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving  for  the  Kol 
Nidre  service,  parents  bless  their  children  by 
placing  their  hands  on  the  head  of  each  one. 
Such  blessings  are  introduced  by  the  following 
prayer,  to  which  parents  can  add  words  of  then- 
own,  appropriate  for  the  age  and  needs  of  each 
child: 


For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true, 
faithful  and  honorable  son  of  Israel,  as  were 
Ephraim  and  Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you  a 
faithful  and  honorable  daughter  of  Israel,  as 
were  our  mothers  Sarah,  Rebecca,  Rachel, 
and  Leah. 

Forgiveness 

At  this  time,  just  before  leaving  the  house  to 
attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service,  members  of  the 
family  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness  for  the 
wrongs  or  the  hurts  they  have  done,  knowingly 
or  unknowingly,  during  the  year. 

In  Our  Congregation 

Shabbat  Shuvah 

The  Sabbath  that  falls  between  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  Yom  Kippur  is  called  Shabbat  Shuvah, 
from  the  Haftarah  portion  of  that  Sabbath  which 
begins  with  the  word  Shuvah,  meaning  “re¬ 
turn”  (repent). 

For  the  Hearing  Impaired 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Samuel 
Wimpfheimer.  it  is  now  possible  for  those  who 
are  hearing  impaired  to  use  head  sets  while 
attending  services.  Please  inform  the  synagogue 
office  if  you  wish  to  avail  yourself  of  this 
convenience. 

Tzedakah 

As  a  caring  community,  congregants  are  asked 
to  consider  the  needs  of  the  synagogue  at  the 
Kol  Nidre  Appeal  and  the  two  social  outreach 
programs  which  it  supports  year  round:  'Die 
Food  Pantry  and  the  Committee  For  The  Home¬ 
less  &  Community  Outreach. 

Congregants  are  asked  to  respond  as  generously 
as  possible  to  the  Kol  Nidre  Appeal.  The  funds 
generated  by  this  annual  campaign  help  balance 
the  annual  budget  of  the  synagogue  which 
includes  the  Religious  School  program  and 
social  service  outreach  programs. 

The  Food  Pantry,  operated  by  our  High  School 
students,  supplies  food  packages  to  more  than 
one  hundred  poor  families  in  our  neighborhood. 
The  cost  of  this  program  is  $10  per  family,  per 
week.  Let  your  heart  dictate  to  you  how  you 
wish  to  support  this  important  project. 

The  Committee  For  The  Homeless  &  Commu¬ 
nity  Outreach,  in  cooperation  with  an  estab¬ 
lished  and  recognized  social  service  agency, 
Women  in  Need,  supplies  bed/bath/kitchen  linen 
gift  packages  to  families  who  are  moving  from 
Women  In  Need  shelters  into  their  own  apart¬ 
ments.  The  Committee  also  works  in  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  Metropolitan  New  York  Coordi¬ 
nating  Council  on  Jewish  Poverty  to  help  Soviet 
Jewish  immigrants  with  their  needs.
